Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1970. 

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  to  have  been  9,970.  (Five  years 
previously,  in  1965  it  was  estimated  as  9,000). 

There  were  17^  live  births  during  the  year.  The 
crude  birth  rate  was  17.5  per  1,000  and  the  adjusted 
rate  19.*+  per  1^.000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  16.0. 

Of  the  live  births  were  illegitimate.  This  is 
the  same  proportion  as  throughout  England  and  Wales. 

One  infant  death  occurred  during  the  year. 

There  were  96  deaths  -  51  males  and  *+5  females. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  therefore  9.6  and  the  adjusted 
rate  11.0  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  11.7. 

There  were  not  a  large  number  of  infectious  disease 
cases  notified  during  the  year.  Those  most  commonly 
occuring  were  Measles  36  cases  and  Whooping  Cough  20  cases. 

The  latter  half  of  the  year  1970  was  noteworthy  in 
that  the  County,  through  the  School  Medical  Service, 
launched  a  campaign  to  immunise  all  girls  against  German 
Measles  in  their  ib-th  year.  This  is  to  prevent  them  from 
catching  this  disease  later  on  in  life,  during  pregnancy; 
since  if  this  occurs  there  is  a  possiblity  of  it  causing 
the  baby  to  have  congenital  abnormalities.  I  advise  all 
parents  to  have  their  girls  immunised  under  this  scheme. 

It  only  necessitates  one  practically  painless  injection 
and  may  save  the  girls  a  lot  of  worry  in  the  future. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
and  their  Officers  and  Staff  for  all  the  help  which 
they  have  given  me  during  the  year.

These  samples  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  Presence 
of  coliform  organisms  are  indicative  of  excremental 
pollution  and  the  standard  adopted  is  that  75"  of 
samples  taken  should  not  show  a  plate  count  exceeding 
10  per  milli-litre  and  that  the  count  of  the  remaining 
25/o  should  not  exceed  100  per  milli-litre.  High  plate 
counts  are  usually  indicative  of  inefficient 
chlorination. 

35  samples  were  taken  of  which  9  did  not  meet 
the  above  standards.
